• | <*uJ nineteenth amendment theoretically endowed all Ameri- 
|JL can women with full citizenship and the fight of three- 
quarters of a century is won, but in practice there are still dis- 
abilities attaching to woman suffrage which must be removed 
before the sex has received equal rights at the polls with men. 
These disabilities exist by reason of laws which dealt with 
woman's former status. 
These questions are being discussed 


by the newly enfranchised voters and it may be several years 
before all the restrictions they impose are removed. But the 
real victory has been won and it is only a matter of time until all 
restraining statutes are amended or wholly repealed. 
For exmple, the wife of a naturalized citizen forfeits her 
right to vote if her husband is convicted of felony, tho there is 
no intent in the law thus to penalize the innocent. But since the 
wife of a naturalized citizen cannot vote unless, if challenged, 
she produces her husband's papers, and since the papers of a 
naturalized citizen convicted of felony are destroyed, it is 
obvious that the wife might be disfranchised. In other respects 
the laws operate prejudicially to women, not purposely, but be- 
cause when such laws were enacted woman was not a voter and 
there was no occasion or means to safeguard rights which did 
not exist in fact or in law. 
The occasion is here now, however, and laws which are de- 


fective or have become instruments of injustice by reason of the 
suffrage extensions will have to be remedied or repealed. The 
women of the country may confidently expect co-operation from 
Legislatures in all the states in making the nineteenth amend- 
ment function perfectly. 
. 
The spirit of the times demands 100 per cent universal sul- 


frage. 


Propaganda And The War 


'"TVHE world war has been described as a chemists' duel where- 
1 JL in each side strove to outdo the other in'the manufacture of 
high explosives and in producing new horrors in the way of 
poison gases. 
JtJut it has other characteristics aside from its 


magnitude and brutality which distinguish it. 
Never before has propaganda played such a part m aiding 


cannon and brute strength to bring a conclusion. Germany is 
now acknowledging the tremendous part played by the notes 
written to the German people by President Wilson and dis- 
tributed along all the battlcfrouts by the Allies. 
But not only 
were Wilson's writings to the German people used so effectively 
to prove that "The pen is mightier than the sword," but Eng- 
land, too, made effective use of the same means. 
Now that it is possible to reveal the secrets of the war 


offices of the allies, the world is beginning to learn to what ex- 
tent propaganda was used ; but even yet there are signs that the 
experts employed either by the allies or the Central Powers are 
not ready to reveal all the tricks of the trade. A book recently 
published in England, entitled "The Secrets of Crewe House, 
purports t-. give the details of the work directed by Lord Noruh- 
cliffe during the war. 
It is the narrative of the cunning devices used to discourage 


the enemy, of the pamphlets dropped from the air, of news- 
papers sent across No Man's Land, and of phonographs cure- 
fully planted within hearing distance of enemy outposts. It is 
an amazing tale of cleverly conceived and skillfully executed 
attacks on the enemy thru his intelligence and his emotions. The 
German and Austrian generals knew what Northchffe was do- 
ing but they were powerless to stop the work 
Leaflet s sent 


within their lines with the aid of rockets; hand grenades, trench 
mortars and airplanes found their way into the hands of soldiers 
with the result that their morale was shaken. The opinion of 
the value of NorthcliiT'a work is well described by a writer in the 
German newspaper, the Taghche-Rundschau, as follows: 


"It cannot be doubted that Lord Northcliffe verv sub- 


stantially contributed to England's victory in the world war. 
His conduct of English propaganda during the war will some 
day find its place in history as a performance hardly to be sui- 
nassed 
The Northcliffe propaganda during the war correctly 


estimated the character and intellectual peculiarities of the 
Germans.
